bution for ſouldiers went forward, and atthe vpper 
eſell the ſpiritualty contratted for the tenth penny 
of their reuenues. There wasalſoa profter made by 
the Arch-duke to raiſe {1x regiments, and 2000. 
horſe'of Walloznes in 4rtoies & Hennaght,and many 
Captaines of Italy came through Aaſtrichto Bruſſels 
to receiue their Commiſhons tor their muſtering ac- 
cordingly, to which was added the entertaining of 
certaine bills of exchange. for 305009. crownes 
from the King of Spaize, ſo'that both this, treaſure 
and allthe Companies both of foote and hotle to be 
raiſed in ſo many ſeuerall Countries, were preſently 
to repaireto the Emperour, Wwherevpan the Bohemi- 
ans atfalted the towne of Horxe, and tooke it by force 
with the Caſtle of Weytrach together with other little 
townes belonging tothe Earle of Far/tenbergh, and 
although the weather was extreame. cold, yet did 
they 1o proſper in their expeditions, that neither 
Towne, nor caſtle of ſmall-ftrengrth held out againſt 
them , whereby the Emperialls are affraid of their 
farther-progreſhon., and the States of Bohemia not 
6neiyiincreaſe fromall places) butare much anima- 
red rhrough grearcomributions of the very Ladies 
of the Countries reputed Papiſts , till the extention 
of this charity : rhe cold'ſo increaſed, that ſuch foul 
diersas{ay/on the other fide of the. Topaw. were ten- 
forced to flie for re{uge into the cloiſters , andthe 
townes:men of Crembs, Stein, Mantzes, and Lan-

While the Emperor lay. in Yienza not fully reco- February 2, 
ucred and perceiued that the Empreſle could .notlaſt 
long, he haftned the treatie of: peace through all the 
Prouinces, ſo that Charles Baron of Teſcherten, came 
from the States of Moraniavnto him, his proteſtati- 
ons were to detaine the people in good tearmes to- 
ward the Emperor, yetleaſoned;with a kindeof dif 
claiming any warrantize of the ſame, which plaine- 
nefle hauing wonnethe field of the Emperors credu« 
litie, gothim thankesand a ring of great valew for a 
gratuity , and {o bee returned to the. States againe, 
hoping vpan the concluſion of the treaty of peace, 
whichif it fell out to the contrary, they yet {ſhould 
| Ly noimputation ypon.him by reaſon of his former 
| Apologie : but by that time he had: receiued aduer-

- tiſement from Sefia, that the;Bohemians were likely 
| to preuaile intheir firſtdelignes for contrafting ma- 
: nyconfederates, he grew ſuſpitious of. himſelte, thar 
the States of 49rawa would either ouer-rule him for 

the Bohemians , of abridge his authority amongſt 
them, ſo that euery place was full of icalouſie and 
feares, and the rather becauſe the people ranneaway 

with a teport, thatin S7dbenbargh a bloudycaligne, 

a paire of gantlers ,, and a helmet fell downe-trom 
heauenand were preſented to. the Prince for a mi- 
racle, whichas it could not buit preſage bloudyand

_ All this-while hath the-campe continued in the 
field, andinthe cuening of the.ſecond of February

and diners other peeces of munition lay obſcured 
vnder thefurniture, and ſo they were vnladen'into 
the townehoulſe;.as ſuppoſed apreſent-from the La- 
dy.

And 
although the Lords Proteftors haue written earneſt- 
ly tothe Lords and States of Moravia, the contents 
whereof are as yetinthe boſome of their Embaſſa- 
dor, yet doethe Bohemians beſiege Butwies, and with 
ſouldierlike appreches lay theirbatteries , the towne 
againe is preſumprtuous 'of her \ſtrength , ſhooting 
continually into the campe, and though they preuat- 
led little that way, yet did they'attempt by ftratapem 
to-fire: the ſame, bur eſpecially. Generall- Xi#ſckers 
and the Earle of Shickexs quarters , for which acon- 
ediſcoucred inthe habite. of Pelants were hang'd 
Butweis, Thele troubles filled the ates 
cl WIN:

with theenes and murtherers,ſo that few men paſſed 
without killing or robbing, whom miſtortune ſabie- 
&ed vnto their fury, till at laſt the Lords ProteRors

{clues as1t were for a faire prey to the theeues, which 
they accepting, prepared for booty and ſpoilc, till ar 
laſt che ſoldters leaping out of their couerture, ouer- 
maſtred them, {lenderly refiſting the greater number, 
and ſo diuers were killed,and 20 brought aliue to the 
priſons 1nta, Prage. Fee) 
About this time the Emperor by letters defired 
the Duke of Saxonie, and the Archbiſhop of Mentz 
to be perſonally-at the treaty of peace : healſo ſolli- 
cited the Palſeraye of Rhene, and the Marqueſf of 
Baden : the place was Epde before recited : the time 
or day indefinite; and by. the vncertainty of time 


cauſed the protraQtion of the: bulines , the reaſon 


tooke originall from the Bohemjans miſlike of ſuch 
patcht-yp aflemblies, and diſperſed conuenticles, 
they rather defired a generall diet of the whole 
States of the Empire, and would abſolutely condi- 


ſcend to nothing, vntill:they ſaw the finallidetermi- 


nation of Sileſia, In the meane'while, the few ſol- 
diers from Cramaw ſaddenly incamped themſelues 
within two musket ſhot from Bztw#s, and the next 


day with a forcible approch entred the ſuburbs : For

21. of February, being in her clymattericall yeere 
| of 63 : and the Emperor {ickned againe,diſtempred } 
in body,& troubled in minde;ſo that poſts were ſent | 

| abroad,and the Princes of Germany {tood as it were 
on theirgard : ul: Henrick D.of Saxon rode to Gratz, | 
where conſulting with King Ferdinand, they deter- | 
| 


mined not to further the aſſemblies, till they came 
thither againe :\ In the meane while the Generall of 
Bnchenn vpon ſuit to the Proteor, was diſcharged, |! 
and anew agreement made with Generall Fuchſhew | 
to command the Artillery, who conteſted with the 
Gouernors to haue a new Regiment muſtered, and | 
himfelfe the- command ouer chem, which:was a 
while protracted, till Generall Trefenbachs arriuall, 
who (as it ſhould ſeeme) proceeded moſt fortunate- 
ly in his place : For preſently the Bohemians made 
{trong inuaſtons in 4«/tria, and hauing ſurpriſed 
Horne, aſſaulted alſo other places not yet liable to 
diſcomfiture. - Notwithftanding theſe proceedings, 
the Earle of Tampiers had ſure ſome enterpriſe in 
hand: for abour this time certaine waggons laden 
with head-pecces,bullets, and ſtones were ſent vnto 
him, and he prepared for ſome ſtratagem, though as 
yet vndiſconered, more than either party runne a 
counterchangeable courſe of hoſtilitie, and deuaſta- 
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This invndation of turmoiles ready to beare 
downe the banks, and dammings.vp of theirenclo- 
ſures, the Emperor is moſt willing either to let out 
the ſame by orderly {Inces, or make the banks the 
ſtronger againſt the violence : whereupon he ſendeth 
the Biſhop of Wittepberg into Bawaria, to inlinuate 
with the States perſonally to appeareat the day ap- 

ointed, that either the contra& of this peace might 
be made.indiſſoluble, or the hindrances of the ſame 
laid to open view, that al! paſſengers might judge, 
what blocks were caſt in the way of this faire walke, 
whereupon theſe particulars preſently follow. 

x T he Bohemians quickly condifcend and pro- 

ound their conditions: 1. namely the quiet eſta- 

lilhment of Religion. 2. the baniſhment ofthe 
Jeſuites. 3. the puniſhment ofall delinquents, con- 
uited of murthers, rapes, robberies,and felonioully 
{poyling the country. 4. a reftitation of their char- 
ges diſburſed in the warres. 5.. and that the Empe- 
ror and King Ferdizande ſhould either permigthem 
to ſatisfe themſelues, or allow it by authoritie out 
of the. treaſure of the Empire. 6, There was aw 
other article concerning garriſons on. thefrontiers, 
and keeping certaine paſlages againſt incurſions. of 
Nexters, but that with thereſt were a while reſpited,

. . 2. Secondly, the Lords of Moravia not onely de- 
clared thetniclues tobe rewterall; but haue.allo.ob-

bemians, ofteting their Country ,. as:the nurſery: of 
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2000 foote, and 50 horſe, with condition ofpaying 
rhem euery 8 day with the rebatement of five men. 

3. Thirdly, thoſe of Steidenmarch or Stiria will 
haue the reformed Religion free among(t them, and 
to that end haue not onely entertained certaine god- 
ly Preachers,but ſent them abroad into the Country, 
as the Doue of Noa/s Arke, who returned with an 
oliue branch of peace, and glad ridings of pra- 
| ſperitie.

couery the ProteRor ſent a commifhon to Captaire 
Sudlich ftraitly to examine him , who found cer- 
taine letters about him tending to the deftrution of 
the Proteſtants, for which he1s committed , till fur- 
ther matter can be extorted from him.

Here muſt be inſerted certaine other collaterall 
matters, which having coherence with the bulinefle 
of Bohemia may fill vpa place of account, and be 
neitker efteemed impertinent nor vnpleaſant , as, 
That the Prince Alpronſwc of Aaniue makes great 
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"preparation to'goe as an aduenturer againſt the Bo-. 
hemians, andthe Yicerozes of Sicilia, Naples,and Ml- 
laye are authoriſed to prepare both Jand and ſea- 
forces for the ſame proje&toallift the King of Spaine 
in his arxiliaries for the Emperor. "That the Count 
Manſfields Sergeant maior, and Wixthomb the Earle 
of Hohenlis En\igne-bearer taken priſoners, were to 
be conuoyed by 6o horſe of the Emperors toYiew- 
2a, whereof the Bohemians hauing intelligence, ſur- 
priſed them by night; ſer the priſoners at liberty,and 
ipoyled the whole troope, That there were ſent 
letters from Bacquei Gouernor of Butwy, that he 
was willing to leaue the Towne, and vpon their ac- 
ceptation of orderly conditions, would appoint di- 
uers ſoldiers to open a port in the night, whereby 
the Bohemians vpon the {igne of open fires, made by 
the guard, might enter the ſame and reſerue it to 
their owne vſe, and ſo he would go to Prage with 
them: bur this buſinefſe was not ſeconded with 
{ucceſle; for a letter came from the Emperor vnts 
him, which it ſhould ſecme diuerted the enterpriſe. 
That an Vnckle of the Dake of Bollorgnes being at 
Prage offered of himſelte a ſupply of a 1000 horſe 
out of France to the Bohemians, for which he was 
much honored, and vpon requeſt made conuoyed 
tothe Campe, where he was welcommed by the Ge- 
nerall, but at laſt brought to an honorable graue, ere 
he went from thence. That the Committies of 
Moraxia came to Praze againe, and related to the 
Lords Prote&ors the ſumme of their commifhon by 
' word of mouth, which tended to a peace, and at 
which the Bohemians did not much repine; ſo they 
OT C might: 
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might hauc their former conditions ratified. That 
the King went to Gratez to call an ailembly of the 
States, againſt which time both Proteſtants and Pa- 
piſts are ſummoned to propoſe their owne articles 
in writing, thatthe Lords may iudge of their gree- 
uances, and ſet in order the crooked lines of their 
differences z ſothatit is to be hoped,thart ſomething 
will be concluded for the good of the reformed re- 
ligion,and the generall peace of the Empire. T hat 
the Earle of Tampiers tooke in Weidhoſen,and placed 
2 Garriſon therein : but the Bohexzians, that lye in 
2wctileand Wetnad ſtop the paſlage that way,ſuppo- 
{ing his intent is further to ſet vpon Zar/tein, and are 
loth to looſe any part of the hold they haue gotten. 
The Morauians likewile giue it out, that they will re- 
taine their owne ſoldiers ſtill in pay : for the Empe- 
rors forces increaſe, and although the Fugde ſoldiers 
could not be admitted into Butwi, by reaſon of the 
fcarcitie of victuall, and the barracading the paſſa- 
ges, whereby wine and fleſh are at extreame rates : 
yet they repaired to Yienna, aud attend Commiſſio- 
ners from Bugquoy to imploy themſelues. As they 
lay thus vnquartred, 200 of them ioyned to 70 
horſe, and 100 foote of Baron Corate, and ſet vpon 
Kablites, where the Bohemians anſwered. the aflault ; 
but the miſchiefe hapning in a darke night and ouer 
fuddenly, the Bohemians yeelded to the ſtronger 
party, and with the lofle of 20 men flaine, and 10 
taken priſoners loſt alſo agrear booty of cattle, and 
could not preuent the ſpoile of the place, which was 
the more lamentable for the time, becauſe the marker 
place was burnt, adding to the fary ofthe ſpoile the 
hy Rk lamentable 


lamentable cries of- women, and children ſlaine our- 
right. That certaine ſoldiers of Brunſwick came 
to Prage, and were preſently ſent to the Campe, the 
horſe of the Duke of Saxops were quartred in the 
territories of the Chancelors; Generall Kinskey was 
ſent to leuie ſoldiers in Silefia, and the Lords Prote- 
&tors of Bohemia conducted to the Princes of Sefia 
to remember their promiſe for 3000 horſeand foot, 
whereby they had engaged themſelues to the State. 
That proclamation was made in the three townes of 
Prage, tor the meeting of the Eſtates of the whole 
Kingdome at the Cattle the t 7 of March : For the 
nether Auſtrian Papiſts had written vnto the Lords 
Proteftors by way of frendly gratification, for the 
muſtering of ſoldiers about Swettle, without further 
tumult or interception; to whom was anſwered,that 
becauſe they had before perſwaded his Maieftie to 
place a garriſon in Batww , it ſhould ſeeme they 
could not keepe promiſe for their neutralitie, and 
therefore it was not thought conuenient to afford 
them that liberty. About this time the inhabitants 
of Brix, 10 dutch mile 'from Prage made inſurre- 
ion againſt their Rulers beingyPapiſts both trouble- 
{ome and turbulent, and ſo the people tooke away 
their Church, and the reuennes of the ſame, inftify- 
ing the aQtion zure Iu/titiz,not miitari, whereby the 
matter came to be decided before the Lords Prote- 
ors, who by no meanes would gine way vnto 4 
ſuch indire& proceedings, but returned aCommiſh- 
on to re-eſtabliſh the Gouernors againe, to let the 
Church alone , to diftribute the renennes to whom 
_ they appertained, and to keepe peace withall both 

C2 Papiſts 


_ Papiſts and Proteſtants, that deſired the ſame, tillthe 
publicke cauſe- of the Common-wealth inforced a 
more manifeſt oppolition, 

The Emperors ſoldiers proiefng the ſpoile of 
certaine villages by Butwtes , were by the Earle of 
Solms Sergeant maior driuen away, two companies 
were quite defeated ; for of all there were but 20. 
priſohers: this ſucceſle animated them to goe for- 
ward,and ſo they ſet vpon certaine Hungarians,who 
were all flaine except 16. The warres thus likely to 
continue, it 15 remarxeable, how the Bohemtansare 
willing to maintaine the generall cauſe, and as if led 
by inſpiration, they haue condiſcended to diſburſe 
6 dollers a houſe through the Kingdome. For you 
muſt vaderſtand, that all the Papiſts, neither of Bohe- 
la, nor Germany, ate not abſolutely tor the Empe- 
ror, but ſo loue their @wne Lords and Gouernors;, 
that except they ſtir firſt, they moue not at alhreſem« 
bling the leſſer wheeles, or the lower ſpheres, which 
are carried about as the primum mobile is whirled in 
his violence. 

To conclude theſe particulars: The Commiſhos- 
ners of Morania came to Prageagaine, reſoluing the 
Lords PreteQors, that- although the Emperors de- 
claration was {igniticant ro this purpoſe, that the 
Lords appointed for the allembly at Zgde , excuſed 
themſelues for not comming, whereby the treaty 
of peace muſt needs-be protrated too long, and 
therefore he deſired their reſolution for confirmas 
tion of the ſame, or how they were otherwiſe addi- 
Qed : yet they aſſured them, they would remaine 
Newters, and might be charaRered in their $9? 
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of account for true frends z yeathey ſhould be wel- 
come to Jelap, and in their country receiued as lo- 
uing allies ;- orit you will, honeſt contederates, 

But now to go forward, 


Although at this inſtant the generall rumor of F*5: 24. 


peace had an equal] paiſage with all ſorts, yea the 
molt violenteſt Papiſts, who were wearied with the 
inconuentiences of war, and ſeemed glad to embrace 
the pleaſures of proſperity ; yet they were fo farre 
from aflurance, that now there was no appearance 
thereof : For the ſoldiers of Fx24e, that could not: 
 beentertained in Butwss, burnt the villages, ſpoyled 
the townes,oucr-runne the country, aid committed 
{\uch outrages, that the Imperialls themſelues were 
weary of the miſery, and the vexation impending : 
ſo that the Bohemians kept theſtronger guards, and 
interdited their ftraglersfrom foraging without lt- 
cence. For beltdes the Emperors ſoldiers, here were 
many freeboctersand idle vagabonds,which preyed 
vpon the paſſengers. and market folkes, and (accor- 
ding to the wretchednes of ſuch diſtrated times) 
made vptheir hands,as we ſay,with the lofle of their 
neighbours, ſo that the villages adioyning to Bytes 
were all foraged, and Batwss it ſelfeatthis time in 
great diiſtrelle, the citizens dying, and the ſoldiers 

onely beholding to the ſtrength ofthe place. 
Certaine popiſh Burgers-of Prage, hauing in the 
beginning of the troubles abandoned the Citie, re- 
turned couertly againe, but wereatlaſt diſconered to 
the Lords, who adindged them to looſe their free- 
dome, and confiſcatetheir goods; and becauſe ſome. 
of them had calumniated the Gouernors; they were 
C3 detained 


detained indvres,or confined to remoter places. - 

| For all the Emperors ſoldiers had ſpoyled, and 
razed Kablits, yet in their returne they were inter- 
cepted by certaine musketiers,and townſcmen there- 
abouts, and ſo fiercely aſlanlred by the contederates 
of Bohemia, that they filled their wagons with dead 

carkaſles, and the Proteſtants loſt not aboue 9 men, 
Now came the time of the Seſtans anſ{wer touch- 
ing the 3000 men promiſed the Bohemiany: it was 
 tempred with excuſes forthe protration, and inlar- 
ged with further aſſurances, when time {ſhould {erue ; 
 oniely for that inſtant they requeſted pardon,becauſe 
the Emperor was permitted to leute ſoldiers in Pg- 
land, and they thought it honeſt po!icte to looke to 
themſelues: notwithſtanding if it pleaſed the Lords 
of Bohemia to deligne ſome place for the aſſembly 
of -Eftates about Moravia, they would be affiftant, 
and further the interceſhon of peace, nay though it 
were on the other {ide neere Au/tria. But as the duſt 
of theſe turmoyles was ſhuffled vp and downe to 
blinde the eyes of all paflengers, a Polander with 4. 
wagons cameto Glaſco, and in the Emperors name 
(whoſcletters he had about him) defired to be quar- 
tred in the Caſtle : the inhabitants diſputed the mat- 
ter, the Gouernor bad him to dinner, the wagons 
approched the place, but the ſoldiers might not en- 
ter : whereupon words of vnkindnes increaſed, inſo- 
much that while their Captaine was in the Caſtle, 
the ſcarchers ranſacked the wagons, and. found. 
muskets, ſhot, and other munition, which cauſed a 
generall arreſt of the Polauders, and a particular meſ- 
ſage to Prage concerning the accident, eg = 
| - the 


the Lords ProteiFors diſpatched Gerſtof chiefe Cap- 
taine to fortihie the ſame, and becauſe it is a princi- 

pall houſe ſtanding onthe borders, they now main- 

taine there a principall garriſon of 390 ſoldiers. 

The people and ſoldiers of Butws conſumed ſo 
faſt, that Bucquoy the Gouernor admitted. the com- 
panies of Egae into the ſame, and the Emperors ar- 
mie went vp and downe from-Szeim, and Crembs to 
Swettle, and by reaſon of the cold lodged. in and a- 
bour Weitho(en, Stets, and Bullia, whereupon the 
Earle of Tampicr madeanenterpriſe againſt Swettle, 
but the Bohemians with 2900 men draue him from 
thence, and enforced his retreat toward W#itrach, 
where he was likewiſe diſappointed ; forthe Bohewi- 
ans by a tormergarriſon had preuented them. 

Now came the time, that the Prawces and States of 
Silefia ſhould gine vp their verdi, and make an end 
of their aſſemblies, whereupon the: Emperor ſuſpi- 
tious of their affke&tion toward the Bohewrans, (ent a 
poſte to the Duke of Zzznites to procure the relati- 
0n, and to diuert them from giuing further aſſiſtance 
to the Bohemians, vntill he ſhall ſet downe a day tor 
the compolicion, wherein if he found his arme not 
ſtrong enough to intercept them, or detaine them, 
then might the Pollangers till lye vpon their borders 
to keepe them in continuall fearc, and bulie them 
with ouer-ſceing their owne affaires. 

Atthis inſtant diuers Proclamations were {et vp for 
the proſcribing Erneſtus Count Manſfield, who ſub- 
mitted\to the command of the Bobeyuaws ; and al- 
though they were more ſpecially fixed on &.Stephens 
Church-dore, and the State-honſe of Vienna, yet were 


they 
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Jowne, and by night as faſt pull'd in 
pzeces, as 'the Emperors officers ſet them vp in the 
day time: This and ſome other reaſons hath made 
his Maieftie alter his opinion cocerning thoſe which 
he ment to imploy concerning the treaty of peace z 
yet the. Prince Charles van Lichtenſtein, and Charles 
Teſcherſteinare heldin ſnſpence, till a certaine day be 
named, and the Emperors reſolution knowne: for 
the contention betweene the Proninces increaſed, 
and the difterences abour the fuindamentrall points 
of Religion were not determined, which troubled 
the Emperor a litle ; forhe onely relyed vpon that, 
and ſo reſolued to proceed either to warre or peace 
accordingly. Therefore once againe he comman- 
ded a finall determination ofthe tame,their anſwers 
in writing, their aſſertions to be proued, their poſiti- 
ons out of Scripture, .and that both the Reformed 
Church and the Papiſts ſhould appoint 4 of each 
party toconſult about the ſame; to which end there 


was a chamber purpoſely appointed in the Coutt, 
and the firft day of Marchto be the time of the deci- 


ding oftheſe controuerſtes: Bur they of the Refor-

med Religion refuſe to meete in Court, and requeſt 
irmay be done in the Srate-honſe, which the Emperor 
could not well deny, nor would willingly grant, and 
ſo this principall matter is once againe deferred, and 
protracted. 
Although the Zords Proteors carneſtly ſollicited 
his Mazeſty, that the determination of peaceand truce 
{ſhould proceed, and haue ſent their Articles vnto 
the Duke of Saxon, and other Princes of Germany, 
yet they can recelue no anſwer, norhauc _—— 
c 
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the ceſiation of troubles. For on every ſide (forall 
this pretetice of peace and truce) the Emperors ſoul- 
diers are rnuftered ,, the Earle of Tampiers growes 
ſtronger and ſtronger, Butwis is ſtill ſtored, and ſup- 
plied, the cownes are ſpoiled, the Countrey hurried, 
the women rauilhed, the virgins defloured, and all 
the milchietes of calamitous warre enlarged, where- 
upon the Bohemians continuetheir multers, ſollicite 
their friends, ſupply their Campe, prouide munition, 
and augmenttheir treaſure, and becauſethe ſouldiers 
diedfo fall, there was. dire&ion to ſettle a little fur- 
ther from Butwis into ſame treth ground : yetnot ſo 
farre, as might giue the enemie caulc of inſulring , as 

if they retired : Bur the ſouldiers of the one ſideare 
ſocxalperated againſt the other, that they.are reſolu- 
ed roendute all extremities, and the rather becauſe 
they of Butwis had newly ſent out. certaine Cornets 
of horſe pP_ rhe acquiſition of ſome rich bao+ 
ey, and endemnifying ſuch Bohemians .as lay out.of 
the trenches : But it ſhould ſeeme here wanted thoſe

_ Promiſcue, It{hallbe hereafter ſer by the Empreſle, 
and ſo this ſollemnity was finiſhed , but the next day 
King Ferainando keeping his bed ouerlong, as ſoone 
ashe wakt, or was ſuppoſed toriſe he complained of 
a great rhume falne into one ofhis cies, which was 
ſo ſuddaine and ſo diſaſtrous , that the Doctors and 
Surgeons haue certified their inward friends, he will 
goncere to looſe it: howſocuer he ſeemed not much 
diſturbed, biit reſolued himſelfe it might. procrafti- 
nate his eleion for the Empire, and draw {omein- 
|  Conueniences. vpon his head , which hee thought 
| _ noton. COTE tl 
| Notwithſtanding he giues order for audience, and 
 ſothe States of both religions in the lower Auſiria 
came before him.the 26. by 9..in the. morning, de- 
claring, that they had giuen the. Arch-duke Alber- 
tus full power, and-authority ouer the-Countrey, 
with the adminiſtration and homage of the Gentle» 
men and people, and this they had not onely putin 
writing, but delired\publication-of ther ſamein the 
State-houſe, thatall men. might know, whattotruſt 
vnto, and how to beſtow their obedience-: thus ac- 
cordingto the cuſtome.of the Countrey the States 
afſemble, and. the: Palatines and/Biſhop: of Baſnan 
had audience, the Gentlemen flltherowne , bur: for 
any thing probable or :coniefturedca: peace. will not 
| beabſolutelyratified, till either the Archduke Al- 
Roe +  bertus- 
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bertus ſettle Auſtria , or the Imperialls confirme a 
new Emperor. 

The Bohemians reſolued to be reuenged on Tam- 
pier forhis laſt ranſacking of Grats, and ſo they tooke 
the towne of Horne belongingto the Baron of Bu- 
chen : they quickely vnderſtood how the Silefians 
Launce-knights, and Morauians had beene moued 
to neighbourly vnity and the Kings obedience with 
promiſes and proteftations , that he would betheir 
good Lord, confirme their priuiledges, prote&, ma- 
numit them, and redreſle their greeuances, which |} 
caried the face of true remorſe, and ſeemed to en- |} 
force his compunttion : They allo vnderſtood, that | 
on Friday in Eaſter-weeke all the Emptrors Officers | 
were diſcharged, yetthoſe of the Gard, that would 
be Carbines, ſhould be entertained : They departed 
not preſently out of Vienna, becauſe of a rumour of 
the Emperors Will , wherein hee proportioned the | 
paiment'of all wages , and gaue vnto his bouſhold 
ſeruants beſides certaine gratuities. 

- Allthis while the Baheransremaine inthe campe, 
and the enemie repaires to Butwis, endamaging one 
another as they can reciprocally , yet keeping good 
uarter according to. the faſhion of ſouldiers. For 
the Bohemians beginning to ranſome the Fudge ſoul- 
diers for ſeuen florens a man,were anſwered with the 
ſame proportion by Dop Balthaſar,whoſe horſe light- 
ed vpon ſome ftraglers of the Bohemians, and fo there 
was either a reciprocall change man for man, or ſe- 
uen florens fora ranſome : This continued awhile, 
till one night 300. horſe and 500. foot iſſued out of 
the towne al made a ſally on a village named Ru- 
| bris 
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bris, neighbouring Saint Froxberghs caſtle , a ſtrong 
hold, where intimes paſt the King of Bohemia vſed 
to keepe Court, and was now guarded with 400. 
foote, as being worthy of defence, as a place where- 
in many notable things had beeneatcheiued,the gar- 
riſon keptit wellenough, but for want of horſe could 
not preuent the ſpoile of the village, which afforded 
the enemie a 100. wagons laden with good prouili- 
on, all which they brought into Butwis ro the won- 
derfull comfort, and pleaſure ofthe inhabitants. . 
Much about one t:me had they:of Butwis, the Harch 31, 
campe, Prage, Sileſia, and the borders newes of the 
Emperors death ; For as you haue heard King: Fer- 
| dinando\ent the Steward of the Empire to Prage, 
and writto'the reſt letters of gratification : where- 
{ upona truce was proclaimed betweene the campe, 
and Butwis, and a ftreight prohibition not to at- 
tempt any thing more againſt one another, nor.goa 
free-booting in any caſe, which was the policic of 
the Bohemiaxs, who diſpatched the Generalls to the 
Campe after they had heard King Ferdinandos pro- 
politions, which tended to thispurpole, thatif they 
would returne to the obedience of the King, or if 
they had rather haue it ſoof the Empire, their aunci- 
ent priuiledges, and immunities thouldinot onely bee 
confirmed , but all cheir preſent deubrs diſſolued, 
and greeuances redrefſed , and eſpecially that. the 
Emperors ſouldiers ſhouldtrouble themno longer. 
It ſhould: ſeeme this was neither denied; nor .ac- 
cepted:: For the. States deferred their reſolation.till 
Friday after Eaſter, whereupon Ferdidando 1s 1ea- 
; Jous, thatthey wilha new Prince, and endeauourto 
| _ 
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. . put-by the honſe of Auſttia from the 'E 
_ whichhewastherather induced, becauſe for all his 
_ largepromiſes, proclamations were.diunlged to'this 
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mpire; to 


effect, thar ſeeing the Emperor was dead, the king- 


. dome had many. enemies and il-willers, religion 
. blaſphemons reuilers, and: the Papiſts were meere 


Pokticians, euery man ſhould ſtand vpon his guard, 


theborders defended, the Campe maintained, and 
- good order in each place obſerued. For which'pur- 


poſe all the Bohemian Lords beſides their firſt contri- 
bution, condiſcend to a new taxation fer the ſecurity 


of rhe Conntrey,. and in regard of the rcbellious 
_ townes of Butwis, and Cramaw vowed to depopu- 

| lateanddeuaft them, and to plantthem againe with 
. thoſe ofthe reformed religion, nay they reſolued to 
_ demoliſh the calltle, and hill the ditches with the rub- 


biſh of. the wall , making it euer after an open vil- 


lage. 


"The Lords ProteQors for the defence of the bor- 


ders againſt the incurſions and fallies of the enemies, 


againſt pillaging- and foraging of Free-booters, a- 
gainſt tering and ſpoiles of theeues and murtherers, 
disburſed more mony for the leuing of 1 500. horſe, 
of which . the. young Duke of  Brurſwicke thould 


 commaund a -1900. and the Eatle of Soloms 500. 


For notwithſtanding King Ferdinando had com- 


 maunded the Emperers ſouldiers to truce and mo- 
 deration, yet they of Butwis and Crumaw proieted 
. the ſpoileandranſacke of three places at once, and 
 ſoprepared 890. men for the enterpriſe : Bur this 


could not be ſo covertly done, but the Bohemians 
nce ofthe ame , and: reſoled to beate 
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dut one naile withnnorher, and adde force to force 
by way of-preyentien; andſo with: t 500: men they 
ſer yponthemaccerdingly, eucn.inthoſt 3; villages, 
whictthey meant to:ſarpriſe. There-were klled in 
$kirmith' 159. many priſoners taken , great booty, 
and ftore of cattle deligered to theinhabirants, their 
gogdsreftored;and atlatt theenemy diſperſed. 
Although itis not worthy the diſcourſe, and fome- 
whatimpertinenrto the purpoſe in hand,yet becauſe 
the hone{tReader may ſce the blindnefle of fuperſti- 
tion,, andthe danger', wherein the naturall man 
ſtandes;, when: God lutfers /himto ratne his owne 
courtes' 5: Nay , 'thar the Papifts themſclues ma 
hauea view of their owne foppiſhneſle , and divel- 
| liſh: doarine by penance , neuer dreamt, vpon by 
Thrift; and his Apoſtles, burrather condemned as a 
ſhailh doarine; and prepoſterous humiliation. 'I 
thought good to exemplifie thus much , that the 29. 
of Marchbetweene 7. and 8. of clocke at night, the 
Jeluires of *Yicma f Foun in ſtately manner 
theirproceſhon in the Kings Court, whipping them- 
ſfelues both before and behind , and ated the whole 
paſſion of Chriſt with other matters, the like where- 
.of was neuerſeene : the aſſembly; was graced with 
the prefenceof the King, the Duke of:Saxon, and 
the Lord High-chamberlaine;. The reſtcame out of 
the-Frier minors cloiſter behind the'towne-houſe,

themſelues tothe no little diſpleaſure of the Prote- 
Qors, but in truth the Cardinal] of Diterch/tein, the 
Prince of Zichtenfiein, and the Colonell Maſtein 
would not ſubſcribe to the Bohemian-propoitions, 
ſuppeſiag that they affe&ed ilenderly: K'1 x'c 
Ferdinand. voor 2 
By this time the vpper Auſtria withall their power 
and forces vnited tothe Bohemians, ſo that if all pro- 
miſes be kept the Bohemian army will bee: 30000, 
ſtrong, which, cauſed King Ferdinando onceagaine 
to ſend Auguſiem Schimet one of the Emperors 
houſhold Officers to the State-holder of Bohemia, or 
if you will cheife Burgrave of Prage, to certifie-thus 
much, thatthe King is reſolned (as at hiscoronation 
he promiſed) to condiſcend to a generall pardon of 
offences paſled, and reformation of all enormities 
preſent, to confirme their priuiledges of the Land, 
and permit the tolleration of religion, ashathbeene 
accuſtomed, ſo they will continue in-obedience, and 
forget, that any alarume of warre waseuer ſounded 
amongſt them, and for confirmation of this they 
ſhould hauea deed ſubſcribed and: figned with his 
ſeale manuall : The Burgraue replied, that hee was 
but one man, and could doe nothing of himſelte 
without the generall States , onely hauing power to 
{ummon them,and a binding voicc,he would endea-

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wour what he could to propagate the peace, and-{ct 
vpright the pcringrauſs of the-Common wealth, 
Ls, Wektuts; muſt needes fay,that is wouid 
proue very intricate, in regard they. were polletled 
with an opinion of the. Kings xquitiocating with 
them, and that he had written letters to-diners , Wtl- 
mating thus much,that what promiſes ſocuer he had 
made concerning the Bohemians, was but meerely t® 
intcap them : To thislittle was anſwered, becauſe he 
had no commiſfion- to intermedle with fuch colla- 
terall matters, and ſo the conference-brake off ab- 
ruptly : notwithſtanding the Bohemians certified 
his maicftie , they were ready either for warre or 
peace, and theSilefians anſwered all obie&ions, re- 
ſoluing to. continue true and firme ſubieRs to their 
Princes, onely for the caute of religion they-had'bin 
longtimetroubled andmolefted, and were ſo intet- 
eſled therein with them of Bohemia, that they could 
not diuide themſelues, till all ſuch differences; and: 
conferences, were debated,andended: andalrhough 
the Kings letters patents were publiſhed by the 
principall Officers in Silefia-, that whatfocuer the 
pr Captainedid/in-his Maieſty name itſhould 

truely: obſerued, yer did-the' States reſokde the' 
King, that they could notbreake off with-the Bohe- 
ans, nor ſepatate themſelues fromthem,” till-the 
caule of. religion was decided, and ſufficientwarran- 
tice alhgned tor their freedome' of eonfcience;, and

full liberty to.afſemble their congregations. 
As theſe matters were thus toffed to and fro the 
Cardinall of Dietrichſten had commiſſion to com- 

maund the Morawansto.continue trac ſubicts tothe 
, ar raeunns ora hy King, 
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King, as they had beene before tothe Emperor, and * 
within three weckes they ſhould hane an afſembly of 
the States, to which the King wou!d come in perſon 
and confirme their priniledges, or at leaſt prote&t 
them againſt any aftrightingseither of friends,or ene- 
mies: to this Chriſtian ben der Lignets principall Cap- 
taine in Seſiamade ſo forward ananſiver ot his own | 
obedience, and aſſurance to detaine the Countriesto 
his vie, thatthe King confirmed him in his office, 
with promiſe of many other fauours : Bur as theſe 
cauſes were debated, the Hungarian- Palatine depar- 
red from Yienza, hetold the King in open audience, 
tharthe Lords and Princes found great fault, and 
were much aggreeucd, that being true ſubieQs they 
were not certified of the Emperors death, where- 
upon after his returne, the ſouldiers that ſerued a- 
painſt rhe Bohemians were recalled home againe; and 
a new league was contrafted with them, 

The campe continuing till before Batws,a ftrong 
burning feuer hapned amongſt the Fgde ſoldiers to 
the conſuming of many of them ; which was the 
more vnwelcome, becauſe it never troubled them 
before, and now hindred them from fallying and 
prouiding of booties : yer forall this, did a x09 iſſue 
out ina" darke-cold nighr;'but were quickly ouerta- 
ken by the Bohemians, who flew ten ot them,and put 
the reſtto flight. [AV this while' remained Earke» | 
Tampiers in'Viemna,and the Earle of Fuſtenzerg come = 
manded the Emperors armie vnder Bacqnoy, and the 
ſoldiers on both (ides were glad ofthe alterarion of 
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ted by the King to returne to the obedience of the 
Empire, are compelled to make large apologies, and 
ſend their propolitions and demands 'to- Vienna : 
whereupon the Bohemians reſolute tor religion, or to 
giue no conſent for the King to be Emperor , pro- 
ceed in the warre, and diſmiſſe the Earle Hollock to 
the campe, with full reſolution to beltege Butwzs ion 
all ſides: The nextday after his departure camethe 
Prince of Saxon and his brethren, that are all allied 
to the houſe of Brunſwick, to Prage , ſhewing the 
States, that there are 1000 horſe to follow them, 
whereupon the Lords Prote&ors writ to the Eleftar 
Duke of Saxop for their free paſſage, who by his 
Chamberlaine not onely granted it, but promifeth | 
them , what farther kindnes he can himſelfke bean | 
actor in. The muftering finithed, the Lords begin 
againe to aſſemble , and when it was informed, that | 
Earle Tampiers ment to enterpriſe ſomewhat againſt- | 
Horne in lower Auſtria, there was a greater garriſon 
ſent -thither : the vpper and nether Zance-knights 
profeſle for the religion,and the Meravians (as many 
as durſt aduenture,) vnite themſelues with the Bo- 
hemians. 
The Generall X:xskey lying in Rodelſtate had 5. 
companies of foot,and 100 horſe ſent vnto him with 
commiſſion to follow after the enemy, who with 
ftrong conuoies was gone to forage the country 
round about Butws ; this cauſed him to make the 
more ſpeed, and ſo within two miles he ſet vpon 
them vnawares, as they were entring a village, and 
killing 20 tooke three of them priſoners, by whom 
he vnderſtood, that I 50-horſe and 200 foote were 
| gonc 
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gone out of Butwi to a houſe belonging to the Ba- 
| ron of Schwanbarg,a mile and halfe from Necklites, 
and that they had laden 3o wagons with all kinde of 
prouilion, and were returning in great iolliry, This 
honeſtdeliuery of the truth ſaued their lines, and ſo 
the Bohemians marched in good ordertoward them, 
and had not gone far, bur deſcried themin a plaine 
field, yet could not preuent .their retreat into the 
next village, where;to ſpeake truth, they demeaned 
themſelues both valantly, and diſcreetly, conſide- 
ring the nece{htie-of the time, and the ſuddennefle 
of the ſurpriſe. 'For: the toor-men made themſehues 
ſtrong inaſtone houſe, and pulling downe the roofe 
thereof for feare of firing , performed a reſiſtance 
worthy of report, whereinthey were fauouted with 
this aduantape, ;that the:horſe -conld/not come -at 
| them: Butatlaſtthe-Earle of Selmsiaduertiſed of 
all, camewith. 159 freſh men, and-prently burit 
two houſes, whereupon the Emperors ſoldiers came 
toaparlec, and-according;ta the cuftome..of ſuch 
ruinous fignes;yeclded themicluts :Guptazpe: Proſiing 
fought couragiouſly, yetwas taken priſoner; with'a 
fpanifh Lieutenant! af-horſe,, two. Lientenants .of 
foat,-and: 140;foot with! 1 horlk; hire wete:20 
-horſeant} 40 foot flaite;' hut an! bh Be/rwhn' fide 
-notaboue to ſlaine, butmany:ſdre' hurt both-hozle 
| and foot: Jtis ſaid; that Kinikeyhimſelte (letvi8;meh 
__.intheskimiſh ve hisowne wo eng I 
Beto beard ofithisochey: were fooitopdtient; oat = 
oBucawayrhmaftlfcinretnengeviithBad taaitioughtt 
qaeckently'sqperforme: fooieÞIfitatagein'; 0); expiolt 
_ the Campe of the Bohemians, but:ar:laſkhe 
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was by force conſtrained to retire into Parwic againe

Theweeke beforethe 18 of April, the Hunzarian 
ſoldiers before mentioned, which.were ſent for out 
of Bohemia, paſt along by Views, burwerenot ſuffe- 

-red to enter into it: '['owhich end a guard of muſ- 
| ketiers were placed vpon the Scdlagbride ; they. yet 
-marched to Schewchet two mile of, and being there 
would not depart; tillthey were payedand reckned 
withto the vetermoſt; they are 6companies of foot, 
and ycornets of horſe. Asthele Hungarians lay (till 
in expeRation of their. pay, the Emperors ſoldiers 
tooke the rowne of Horxe, which was much repined 
at-euen ot 'the Papiſts chemſelues; wherefore 400 
horſe ioyned: with thefe Hungarians, and in the be- 
-halfe ot the" Bohemians wenr:downe into Anſtria ; 
1o that King: Ferdizands can neuher warrant him- 
ſelfe, nordifcomfirhisenemies ; yetro make anab- 
ſolute tryall on att: fides-, hee countenaticed 3oo 
ftrange leſuites tohold a Councell by themſclues ; 
he ſent into.Zenpary for 6500-loldiers, which were 
abſolutely denied: him; he had priuate conference 
withthe Cardinall:of Dritneftem till 8 of the clocke 
at nighrabourthe bulineſſe of Silefia and Morania : 
he quickly returned him. againe to keep the States 
: deuoted vnto him; he wrote to all his friends,and 
. ſabie&s,forthe continuance oftheir alleageance;and 
he ſollicited his brother 4/bertzs tobea meanes to 
haſten che Princes EleRors in their vmpire foranew 
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. .The Bohenuans are by this time well prepared, and 21 Aprilt 
ſo reſolue to driue the enemy out of the. country : : 
For they haue aflernbled the 19> man both Genie 
and ow on they are 8090 harſe,and 6009 foot, be- 

| fide the armie. in the campe.. In the midft of their 
muſters,the Kings Commithoners came once againe 
to Prage with letters to the aflembly of States, bur 
becauſe they were not fully come, the Lords Prote- 
ors would neither receiue, nor accept of their meſ- 
fage,nor letters, of which they certified the King, ar 
which he ftormed, and was fo enraged, that his ſore 
eye burſt out with blood againe : but it ſhould ſeeme 
the Bohewzazs Iitle regarded it; foras the. ſupplies 
of ſoldiers came to them from all parts, they ſent 
| them to the Campe, with ſuch companies: of horſe 
| and foot, as the; aflemblies of the three townes of 
Prage commilhoned to go with them ; ſo that abour 
the 20.of Aprill (beſtdesthegarrifons, and courts of 
| guard vpon bridges, and paflages) their Armie was 
eſteemed 22009 by pole, horſe and foot. 
{ Thus, as far as worldly. camputarion might be 
made, the Boherrays proſper on cuery fide, fo that 
the States of the Prouinces retire all ro Prage, expe- 
Qing there the Kings anſwer, as finding their owne 
countries too-traubleſome : hither came alfo a me(- 
ſenger from the Biſhop of Halberſtares ,'to certifie, 
that his horſe would come.thither prefently ; and 
from Lentencig, that their horſe and foot were ready; 
and from Lints,thatthe atlembly of ERateswas bro- 
ken vp.. Far the Papilts went away. with'grear dif- 
contentment, and: wilt. not- ioyneto the reformed, 
but theix Eſtates are refolued to.enter league with the 
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Bohemians; and from the Lance-Knights;that their 
allembly is ended, with reſolution to athit the Bohe- 
mians, and proſecute the cauſe of religion, yea the 
old Charles Teſchertis, that alwaies held with the 
Emperortill now, hath written from Moraxta to the 
Lords Prote&ors, that he will be their friend, and 
raaintaine their reſolutions for the liberty of their 
country ; that he will tamper ſo with the States of 
Aorauia,that torall the Cardinall and great Captaines 
of Sefia's allurances, he will cauſe an alteration a- 
mongſt them,and they hall afhſt the Bohemians. 
All this while the campe contined with full reſo- 
lution againſt Batw#, and ſo made an aſſault on the 
paſſage of Ste, which with the loſe of 200 men 
they tooke from the Emperors ſoldiers, and newly 
fortified .in their owne behoofe : yer kept they ſuch 
good quarter, and obſerued all martiall diſcpline, 
chat vpen a ſunday night 170 ofthe Emperors ſol- 
diers, that were priſoners in NVadolites, were ranſom- 
med for 7 florens a man, and ſent to Butwi; but 
Captaine Poſing is ſtill kept priſoner at Kadelſtate : 
thusis Butws newly tortitied,& hath large ramparts. 
For vpon Munday night after Butwis and Crumaw 
had done homage, and acknowledged King Ferd;- 
ado their Prince, he ſent them divers enginers with 
pioners, and prouiſion accordingly. 

When this was rumored at Prage, the confirma- 
tion of all their priuiledges contained in his Maiefties 
letters, as alſo another letter ſent by the Baron of 
Vealſten, and another written by the King himſelfe 
to ſeuerall perſons of the aſſembly,and another from 
digers Prelates,would not be accepted by the Lords 


ProteRars ; Firſt, in regard of the (lightnes of his 
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title, which being ſubie& to EleRion, might receiue 
a reciprocall damage by reieQion : and next, becauſe 
they were threatned, as if in Crimen leſe Maieſtatis, 
when all the world knowes the King of Bohemia was 
a free, great, and abſolute Prince, . before Au/tria 
came lo neere a5to touch the skirts of an Emperor, 
and euer {ince they had the binding voice in the Ele- 
Qion, the Emperors themſelues would not conteſt 
with them ; and although the King excuſed himſelf 
much in the fore-paſled contronerties,and proteſted 
neuer to be aduiſed by any of their malicious ene- 
mies, nor follow degenerating courſes ; yet are they 
reſolued to determine nothing abſolutely, nor alter 
their firſt purpoſes, till the Princes Eleftors meer, 
and haue choſen anew Emperor ; This was fecon- 
ded our of Poland by letters inciting to the warres, 
wherein it they went forward, they ſhould haue 
them furtherers and auxiliaries, 

Ere this newes came to Yienna 01 the 24 of Aprill 
about 3 of clocke in the euening, the Emperors exe - 
quium was finithedin the Kings Nuns cloiſter, where 
there was a ſumptuous Caſtrum deloris, or as we call 
it, a hearſe ſet vp; the ſolemnitie was befitting, the 
ceremonies tedious,the maſles and dirges ouer long, 
and the King himſelte in perſon : The next day at- 
ter, the Capraine of the Emperors archers of his 
guard, and Hayg flexen his Lieutenant were ſent into 
Germany, to take vp 509 Harguvuſles : for the re- 
port was, that the Bohews had taken all the paſſages 
away from Bucquoy,& belieged Butws lo itreightly, 
that no man canenter mm, or ſally out ofthe towne* 
and thus are the bulineſſes of theſe countries thoued 
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vpanddowne, asa throng of people in a great yard, 
driue ſometimes one way,lometimes another. 

While the King is thus perplexed about the af- 
faires of the Empire, the Archbiſhop of Mentz war- 
ned him to beat the meeting of the Eleftors the 26 
of Tuly next : whereupon he maketh preparation 
accordingly ; but wasa-new perplexed,when he vn- 
derftood how the Bohemzans had ſent a woman with 
a letter into Butws to Captaine Wisbach, who was ta- 
ken by one of the court of guard at the inward port, 
whenalmoſtſhee was paſt both the danger, and ſuſ- 
pitions whereupon Bucquoy grew very ielous of the 
Captaine, and ſaid publikely, that the rowne ſhould 
be betrayed: ſothat when he went to the watch of 
the ſconce with a 100 men, he commanded him to 
deſift, and placed another guard, which ſomewhat 
amazed him ; bur as choler increaſed, and words 
multiplied , Bucquey. with his owne hands arreſted 
him for a traitor, and conſpiring with the enzmy 3 
which although he could not proue, more than by 
the intelligence of this letter, which he diſclaimed to 
vnderftand, yet was be committed to priſon, vnder 
the ouer-lookingof a Lieutenant,and 24 musketiers: 
after which the Bohemians out of their new erected 
battery, madea ſally vpon the towne, and brought 
their approches neerer and neerer, nor could the 
ordnance which Bacquoy diſcharged againſt them, 
preuent their forwardnes, nor the skirmifh which 
the horſe made, nor the ſore wounding of Frederich 
Van hboſen Zolleren, who was likely to dye, and ſo 
broughtinto the towne, nor the killing of the Earle 
of Tampicrs brothers horſe vnder him, _— 
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the ſoldiers, but they ſeconded cueryskirmilh, ally, 
and attempt: onely the Fudge ſoldiers dicd by 20 
a day and ſtood in great need of fupply.  - 
Abont this time 200 foot and a 120 horſe came 
fromthe Prouince 'of Schland to Prege, and were 
ſent from Satzd to Zaſchla, with diners others : 
Therealſo came from the Prouince: of Gratz 700 
borſe,and 1 400 foot well armed, which helped the 
Bohemians: For, as you haue heard, the campe con- 
lifted of 15500 foote, and 7600-horſes and the 
country had in readineſle 5000: horſe, and 1200 
foote, and the aides camein apace on all {ides ; the 
ſuccefſe whereof cauſed the Sile/iqx commulhoners 
to depart, being well fatisfied both in their owne 
demands,and the proſperity of their friends. ' 
Theyong Earle of Thern, with the Sergeant maior 
returne to the campe, where the enemy renewed 
their ſallies,and ſhot out of Butwzs, but onely kill'd 
a horſe, without furcher danger: this yet ſo cxaſpe- 
rated the Bohemians, that they fiercely aſlailed the 
ſame, and ſo plunged them with the difficulties of 
a terrible fiege, thatthey deſired a truce, which the 
Bohemians refuſed, as reſolued neuer to deſiſt, till 
they haue demoliſhed the place, and driuen both 
the enemy and inhabitants out of the country. 
While thoſe matters were thus reciprocally hand- 
led, and with ſome difficultie drinen to and fro in the 
turbulent ſea of contention, the King Ferdinands 
ſent two Commiſhoners , whereof one was the Bar- 
ronof Polhern, Preſident of the'Court, to Hors to the 
States of Auſtria there aſſembled ; to ſound their 
aftetions toward him,& know,whether they would 
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take and acknowledge him to bee their Lord and 
Prince, and ſo-to repaire to Y7ern4 for the accom- 
pliſhing their proftitution, and homage accordingly. 
The anſwer returned an abſolute deniall, and retu- 
fall of his ſoueraignty both for the ſuſpition of his 
right, and for certaine weighty cauſes and reaſons, 

if he had right : the principall whereof was, thatthe 
cuer depended vpon Bohemia,and with their Lords 
they would runne the ſame fortune : with this repug- 
nant couclulionthe Commiſhoners returned to Yiew- 
za, and whether the meflage was diſtaſiing , or the 
manner of delivering it vaſauory , the King grew fo 
enraged, that he would: haue throwne his poignard 
at the Baron of Polhezz :to which diſcomfort , let- 
ters from the Cardinall. of Diterſieiz added a very 
diftration, that the Morautars drew back-ward, and 
would. adhere to the Bohemians, as moſt of them 
had combined long. lince. This was not all ; for as 
one waue foflowes another , ſo heere miſcheife ſe- 
conded miſcheife.: For Augs/tine Smith the Kings 
Commiſhoner returned Adovencel from Prage_s 

with all his Maiefties letters vnaccepted, and ano- 

ther beſides from.the Hoffmaſter, towhich 

no donbt.the Lordes Protectors 
- were made priuie. 
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
